Fight of Number of Ohio 


Cities Ended With Supreme 


Court Ruling. 


COLUMBUS. O.. June 10.— Val- 


uation of properties of the Logan 
Gas Company as finally fixed at 
$11.687,064 by the 
Ohio Public 


Utilities Commission in a recent 
rehearing, today was ordered af- 
firmed in a decision by the Ohio 
Supreme Court. 


Fixation 
of 
the 
valuation 


brought to an end a six-year con- 
flict between the gas company and 
several Ohio communities it served 
including Athens, Elyrta and Bu- 
cyrus who were principal com- 
plainants against an increase in 
rates which the company proposed 
in March, 1925. 


The natural gas rate boost went 


into effect June 7. 1925. subject to 
investigation by the Ohio Public 
Utilities Commission. The latter 
pursued its investigation for more 
than three years. 


Meanwhile. 32 of the 5S com- 


munities -which bad joined m pro- 
testing an increase, reached an 
agreement and enacted city ordi- 
nances providing rates which in ef- 
fect settled their differences with 
the gas company. 


In November, 1928, the Utilities 


Commission fixed valuation of gas 
properties serving remaining com- 
plaining communities at $10,769,-, 
077. as of Dec. 31, 1924. 


The Logan Gas Company filed 


protest against these

valuation was set by the commis- 
sion at 510,848,890. The gas inter- 
ests again asked rehearing. Fail- 
ing to get it in the 60 days period

Haugen said: 
"The board was given no spe- 


cific plan as provided in previous 
bills. It was ,up to the board to 
work out a plan. In the absence 
of specific authority to apply the 
equalization plan it was beyond 
the power of the board to volun- 
tarily organize so as to control the 
whole production, which is essen- 
tial in making the tariff effective. 


"The board, in pegging the price 


of'Wheat, has been helpful to 
farmers to the extent of 20 cents 
a. bushel, unfortunately at the'ex- 
pense of the federal treasury. Had 
Congress adopted the equalization 


, producers would have bene- 
:d more without expense to the 


treasury. 
."Now that the board has with- 


drawn from the market, it evi- 
dently finds it impossible to effect 
a workable plan and will come 
back to Congress and suggest that 
it-be given a more specific plan. 
It is up to the board to report and 
suggest." 


Haugen, co-author of the vetoed 


McNary-Haugen equalization fee 
plan, under which the 
farmers

would have been assessed to pay 
the- cost of marketing surplus; 
crops abroad at a lower price than { 


sold in this country, declared the 
huge losses sustained by the farm 
board.

"You can't blame the farmers

The state tax commission would 


be increased to four from three 
members and would be given en- 
larged powers to assess tangible 
and intangible returns of more 
than 
$3,000. 
County ^ auditors 


would perform a similar service 
regarding returns under $3,000. 
Persons who failed to pay taxes, 
or return their property for tax- 
ation, could be fined an amount 
equal to 50 per cent of such tax. 


Characterizing 
the Intangible 


tax bill as "a noble experiment," 
its champions, during the debate 
immediately preceding its passage, 
urged that it be given "a chance." 
They pointed out that necessary 
adjustments can be made at later 
legislative sessions. Claim was 
made that Governor White had in- 
dicated a desire that an intangible 
tax law be "tried out."
